Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the present invention is 
allowable over the prior art of record because an amount of 0.4% Mg taught by JP769 would NOT be expected to exhibit the same 
properties as 0.37% Mg has not been found clearly persuasive (arguments p 4). The amount of Mg is not the only difference between 
Alloys 4 and 6, and therefore it is not clear that the difference in upsetting ratio is directly/clearly due to the difference in Mg. Applicant has 
not conclusively shown that 0.1-0.37% Mg leads to an unexpected critical upsetting ratio (see also relationship of Mg and upsetting ratio of 
Ex. 4), as well as the reasons stated in the final rejection. 
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
